M e m p h i s , Tenn., Aug. 28.—The condi­ 
tion of our city to-mgnt surpasses anything 
in the history of this lever stricken city. 
For the past twenty-four hours ending at 
ti p. rn. sixty-two deaths havo occurred, of 
which only four were from other causes 
than yellow feyer. Of these forty-seyen 
were whites and eleven colored. The new 
cases numbered 119.

Pa his, Aug. 28.—lo tho Monetary Con­ 
ference to-day Governor Fenton closed the 
general debate on the pait ol the United 
States. He said the United .States expect 
cd from the Conference, if not a decision 
favorable to the free circulation of silver, 
at least such expansion as would enable 
Americans to hope t > obtain later the co­ 
operation they came to request. 
After a recess of an hour Leon Say sub­ 
mitted a formula of the reply which a 
number of delegates desired l o in ike. The 
Conference, however, assented 
to the 
proposition of 
Air. Groesbeck, and ad­ 
journed till to-morrow to give the Ameri­ 
cans time to consider this reply. 
The reply was agreed to by all the Eu­ 
ropean delegates, but with reservation on 
the part of the Italians. 
It affirms the 
necessity of maintaining the monetary role 
of silver as well as gold, but recommends 
that each Slate be left free to use i ithc r 
and both, and allow or disallow the fret* 
mintage of silver. 
AI. Groesbeck, when requesting an ad­ 
journment until to-morrow, laid stress upon 
the importance of arriving at a decision in 
which the Untied States could concur. 
On Friday the American C mum intoners 
entertain the delegates at dinner.

L u v e r n e, Minn., Aug. 29,1878.—I left 
home August 20, fur this place spending 
little over aw eek on the way. I came by 
the way cl the N. W. R. It. to Manloka 
Junction, AI inn., from there by the St. Paul 
and Sioux City to Worthington, and by 
the Worthington and Sioux Falls branch, 
to this place.

Rochester and Mankato the new wheat 
had commenced to come to market, but 
the buyers were afraid to buy. Tho grain 
was badly shrunken 
and bleached and 
forty live cents was the highest price I 
heard < tiered for any ol tho new crop. 
rho great mistake ct Minnesota is that the 
farmers have staked their all on a wheat 
crop aud raise nothing else, and this fail­ 
ure will ruin many of them. 
The failure 
is not so much on account ol this grain not 
maturing properly as it is because tho 
tanners, on account of tho 
wet weather 
were unable to save what did grow m 
good condition. 
The yield ot wheat in 
bushels is better than was anticipated, and 
as far as threshing has progressed averages 
from IO to 15 bushels per acre. 
All through Minnesota, and more espec­ 
ially the western portion, you will hardly 
see any corn growmg, and I am told they 
buy (shipped from other parts) a large 
portion of the corn and oats used. 
I can 
see no necessity for this for their climate 
c m be but little different from ours, and 
wind corn I have seen was good. In fact 
the entire country along the Northwestern 
K iilroa I, from the Mississippi to the Da­ 
kota hue, I consider one of the richest 
grain-growing regions ot the northwest, 
and the people evidently will be rich when 
they learn to raise a variety of crops and 
properly rotate them. 
Lu vt me is the county seat of Rock coun­ 
ty, Aliunesota, the southwestern county. 
Since I arrived here, four days ago, I 
have traveled 
considerably oyer 
the 
southern part 
of 
the 
county and 
a9 tar south as Rock Rapids, the county 
scat ct Lyons county, Iowa, and I find the 
same trouble with the wheat that is com­ 
mon throughout the State, shrunk and 
badly bleached. 
I have had lots ol sport since I came 
lo re, chicken hunting, and chicken eating. 
The first day out I went with Frank How­ 
ard, son of inquire Howard, of Magnolia. 
We hail only one gun between us, and in 
less than one hour atter we started the 
iir^t chicken, we bigged 12 chickens, aud 
july idiot 13 tune-i. There is no use of 
n.y going into particulars and tell how 
many I shut and how many Howard shot. 
I would not do anything that would re­ 
flect on Howard, because it was his dog 
and glia that we had. 
I leave this place lor Sioux Falls, Dakota, 
to-morrow, where I expect to meet the 
lion. L. T. Pullen and son, Daniel Rowley 
E-q., Sid Smith, I). C. Griswold and others. 
We expect to stay at the (alls a day or two 
arui then we are intending to go West till 
we strike Dakotan, or James River, and 
then we expect to billow that river North 
if we don't back out, as far as the line of 
the North ['deific Ii. IL We expect to lo­ 
cate a county scat every 20 miles. 
If you 
know of anybody that wants to invest iu 
Dakota county seats tell them to walt till 
we get back.

R will bo remem­ 
bered by our readers that in the fall of 
1875, the Union Lumber Company, ol 
Chippewa Falls, suspended, and shortly 
afterwards issued bonds to the amount of 
$650,000 to secure their indebtedness. The 
payment of these bunds was secured by a 
trust deed upon all their real estate, which 
was considered amply sufficient by the 
president cf the company, Hon. Thad. C. 
Found, to pay their debts In full. All the 
creditors ot the concern took hoods, with 
the exception of a few who held perhaps 
$10,000 to $15,000 of the claims. Since 
the issuing of the bonds about $61,000 
worth have been cancelled, the holders 
taking 
property 
of 
some 
kind for 
them, leaving $589,000 due at the time of 
the sale. Default having been made in the 
payment of the interest, the trustees for 
the bondholders, AleBsrs. Stanton Barnard 
and Thomas D; Hulbert sold, according to 
the terms ot the trust deed, ail the prop­ 
erty of the company, real and personal, in 
Chippewa county, lor the sum of $150,000, 
and that In Taylor county lor $20,000, 
making $170,000. The property was sub­ 
ject to three mortgages ; one of Carson & 
Rand, amounting to about $94,000; one of 
Gilbert lloJge So Co. for $26,000, and one 
of the Northwestern Life Insurance Com­ 
pany for $24,000. The property was bid 
in by Senator William A. Wallace,of Penn­ 
sylvania, one of the heavy stockholders of 
the Union Lumber Company, and it is gen­ 
erally supposed that the purchase was 
made in the interest of that concern, lf 
that is tho case, the debts of the concern— 
excepting the three mortgages before men­ 
tioned—arc wiped out at about twenty 
cents on the dollar, while the company gets 
its property all back tor a little over $300 - 
OOO. As to the value of the property, esti­ 
mates differ somewhat, but a9 it embraces 
some 350,000,000 lect of good pine, besides 
the big saw-rn til and other property at 
Chippewa Falls, it would not be extrava­ 
gant to put it at $700,000 to 800,000.

“To assist those who arc id danger and 
to succor the sftlictcd, is undoubted evi­ 
dence ot the kindly heart ol a noble-minded 
man ; to rescue those who are in calamity 
and (eel pity for one’s neighbor, is nobler 
•till, for it is the philanthropic t lion of a 
humane man. 
In this, our Middle King­ 
dom, successive years of drought and dearth 
have turned the provinces of Shantugn, 
Sh an-si, Rowan, bhense, and Chih-U Into 
a vast expanse of desert wastes, in Kwan- 
tung and Chihli too, have disasters by floods 
occurred, when embankments were burst 
through and dykes broken down, the wa­ 
ters drawing and swallowing up the full­ 
grown grain. 
“In Kwan-tuog the evil of excessive ram 
has this year a^atn been felt, insomuch that 
the price of rice has increased, and the 
poorer people have not the means of quiet 
iy dwelling In their homes, but, pressed by 
want and hardship, are forced to wander 
away and disperse. 
The missionaries of 
the religion oi Jesus, beiug personal wit­ 
nesses of this condition ot things, prompted 
by warm-hearted and generous impulses 
have been moved to look upon this weak­ 
ness as their own, and this st ate of want a9 
theirs also, and have proceeded energeti­ 
cally to persuade foreigners to contribute to 
the relief cl the distress that prevails. Con­ 
tributions amounting altogether to over 
$230,000 have been received at onetim e, 
aud another from Eugland, Japan, Singa­ 
pore, aud lrotn various foreigners resident 
in China, every fraction of which hrs been 
applied to the relict of the sutler lug peo­ 
ple. 
Further, there are missionaries who 
have gone in persou to Shantung, Shansi, 
and Rowan to relieve, the starving people, 
through soaking raiu and cutting wind, 
shrinking not trout toil or disease, and 
preserving life In large numbers, carrying 
their efforts in some cases to such aa ex­ 
tent that they have lost their lives In the 
ta-k. And yet they fear not difficulty, nor 
stand in awe of death, and there are at this 
moment others ready it* continue their 
work and follow in their steps. 
Again 
tins year, it wa* decid* I iu public conc’avc 
at Shanghai, that the ITth of June should 
be a day upou which all missionaries iu 
each province should gather together the 
men and women of their faith, and abstain­ 
ing from the use of food, pray to the Sov­ 
ereign Lord of Heaven above, and entreat 
for the lives o! the Chinese people. 
This 
is good, and we venture to applaud the 
reverence tor the heavenly powers aud 
love toward mankind, so firmly upheld by 
the religion of Jesus. 
“Now, Kin-sbc, a* prohibiting the use 
of food, is tbe same in intent as Iv ten -shun, 
or reduction ol meals, practiced by tne 
Chinese, and Kl-t*o, or invocations lor aid 
aud prayers, are, in effect, identical with 
the sioctray of entreats s to Heaven that 
are offeied iu China, aud aniouut to no 
more thau notification of sell iii tunes cl 
calamity, with a view to moving the com­ 
panion ot lieaveu. 
China is not ignorant 
of the necessity for reverential lear of the 
anger 
ot 
heaven, 
or 
awe of 
bs 
Majesty, aud 
ot 
the 
laet that calalu 
tty and prosperity, rewards and punish­ 
ments, are in the hands ot the Sovereign 
Lord of Heaven above, which leads mis­ 
sionaries of the (Protestant) faith, grieved 
and pained at heart, by alt calamity, as if 
it were their own, without distinction of 
country, to come forward whenever it 
breaks out, aud bestir themselves to en­ 
courage contributions and relieve dislrt \ 
their only thought being that theirs is the 
fault, and that tney are to blame lor every 
life that is not saved ; and so they carry 
this principle to the extent of suffering 
toil and hardship to the utter disregard ol 
life. Assuredly it is hard for men to attain 
such (self-sacrifice) as this, aud yet the r<. - 
liglon of Jesus affords numerous illustra­ 
tions thereof, showing most positively the 
depth and capacity ot the rectitude ot pur­ 
pose that is to be obtained through its 
(profer^iou). 
“Let us, then, cherish a grateful admira­ 
tion for tbe charity aud wide benevolence 
of the missionary, whose sacrifice of self 
and love toward mankind eau be earned 
out with earnestness like this. 
Let us ap­ 
plaud, too, the mysterious t Hic acy aud ac­ 
tivity of the doctrine of Jesus of whic h 
we have these proofs. We record the eame 
in writing for tne information of al! noble- 
minded men ‘within the Seas.” '
